Oflicials Refuse 1o Arbitrate.

The Kuoightsof Labor leaders justify their
rt to extreme measures by the refusal of
ice President Webb to accept a propo-
ition made by John J, Haves, of the
seperal Execntive Board, this evening to
bmit the maiters in dispute to arbitratio
1. Webb told Mr, Hayes there was not;l
§ng to arbitrate,

The railrosd officers regard the situation
Bt Albany and Syracuse us much more seri-
ous than it is in this city. A mob took
Ppossession of the company's yards at Syra-
euse to-dsy and beld them for nearly 12
bours, in spite of the weak-kneed efforts of
two companies of militia to dislodge them.

Two companies of reinforcements arrived
this evening and the combined forces drove
out the rioters. At Albavy it is feared there
will be violeuce zud attempts to destroy
property. Five bundred Pinkerion men
will be massed there before daylight to-
Wworrow morning, and the militia will be re-
lied on for {nrther support.

A Notification to the Mayora

The railroad bas notified the Mayors of
&1l cities on its line that it expects them to
protect its properiy.

The strike on the West Shore is a fail-
are thus far. The road suceecded in clear-
ing its tracks to-day, and the full passenger
end ireight service has beep resumed. The
New York Central will begin moving
freight to-morrow in this city, Fifteen
bundred policemen will guard employesand
Property.

No attempt was made to-day to move any
of the 2,000 cars that are stranded in the
Sixty-fifth street freight yard. This vard
will have to be cleared before it will be
possible to handle the freight that is in SL
Jobz's Park and the Thirtieth street freight
ward. lu =ddition to the freight in the
Bixty-fiith street yard, there are 75 car loads
of west-bound freight on barges at Doek G.
Notices are posted all over the yard an-
nouncing the determination of the railroad
evmpany to fight the strike, and promising
protection to ail employes who remain at

work.
Te Move the Freight To-Day.

At a conferepce held at 1 o'clock to-day
Io Third Vice President Webb's office, it
was determined to begin moving the freight
from the Sixty-6lih street vard to-morrow
morning.

This nolice may be taken advantage of by
strikers who went out om Frigay night,
since their services have not been called for
since that time, and there is room for the
serumption that they are still in the service
of the road. 1t was said wo-day that 20 or
80 switchmen had been engaged to toke the
place of the strikers, and that the work of
starting out the freight would be pushed
briskly. Freight cars were tun to-day be-
tween Detroit and Suspension Bridge,

The Flan of Operntions,

A train of 44 freight ears is ready, and the
flan is o start it from the Sixty-fiith street
yard in the morning for Dewitt. The officials
f1 the yard are pnoavimous in the slatement
that there is noperishable reight detained
gt the yard. A DISPATCH reporter iound,
bowever, that a large uumber of the cars
are marked “rish™ and “must not be de.
tained.” There are 44 tracks in the yard,
und tbe process of making up and switch-
fng & train en the right track with the pres-
ent force takes severul hours,

This meaos that it will take several days’
work to clear the yard. The strikers kept
piokets posted to-day on the high blaff at

ance. None of the new switchmen ap-
peared at the yard in the a’ternoon.

Some {noetious individuals posted several
noticos Ssturday threatening to pulverize
the skull of any voe found prowling around
the freight yard in the evening. The strik-
ers sald that the notice was nonsense and
was the work of some boy. The engines in
the roundhouse got up steam Lo-night

The Pelice on Guard.

Acting Buperintendent Byvrnes has al-
tered the police ts to cover the
freight yards more thoroughly and mass the
police at points where the work will begin.
He says he bas taken every precauntion to
enable the compauy to move the trains with-
out hindrance,

There will be 1,500 policemen at the Sixty-
fitth street, Thirtieth street and 8i. John's
Park yards te-morrow morning. Nothing
bappened about the Grand Central station
during the evening out of the usual course
in connection with the loeal operation of the
Toads, but the reports about the plans of the
Kuights npon the Central and other rosds
became more and more ominous.

Vice President Webb received informa-
tion which led bim to believe that careful
preparations should be made to protect the
Company’s property at Albany., A man
who stands high in the counselsof the
Kuights was quoted as saying that the
strikers did not expect to make much head-
way ip opposing the romd’s operation in
New York City, becavse the police force
was 5o strong that no interference was possi-
ble, but in Albany there was more oppor-
tunity.

Pinkertons on Deck at Albany.

Before night 300 Pipkerton men had
reached Albany. One hundred and fifty
came from Chicago and the others went
from New York. To-night more Pinkerton
men were seat from here by Superintendent
Banps, of the local agencr, and to-morrow
worning s foree of fully 500 men will be on
the ground. Mr. Webb says that if this s
not sufficient the military must supply ad-
ditiopal protection. He bas made prepara-
tions for trapsporting militis to any point
on the road where they may bec needed at
very short notice,

MILITARY AT SYRACUSE.

THE BATTERY GUNS TO BE TURNED ON
THE STRIKERS.

An Order Issurd te Clear the Rallread
Yards nt All Hazards at Daybreak—
Thousands of Grand Army Men Detnined
by the Tronble.

JEPFRECIAL TELEGHAM TO THE DISPATONM.)

Svracuse, Aogust 10.—With every hour
since midnight the situation at this point
among the strikers on the New York Cen-
tral Railroad has become more serious,
Only 3 out of 20 passenger trains have been
allowed to pass through the yards at East
Syracuse by the detérmined men, There
sre about 500 strikers assembled at East
Byracuse, one of the most important poiuts
on the rond, many coming from as far east
as Albany.

The two companies of militia sent there
lust night have been wholly incapuble of
coping with the sirikers. Six passengers
from the Eust have been held nearlysll day
at Manlius, the first station east of East
Syracuse. The vards here have been filled
with pussenger trains for the West, and at
one time four trains were held at the poin:
of the operations of the strikers.

With the Ald of the Milltary.

At poon to-dsy sn effort was made to
move the four trains with the aid of the
wmilitary and depuly sheriffi. Two trains
were sent on east, but the strikers interfered
with the moving of the third, The strikers
defied both the military men and sheriffs at
the point of bayonets and revolvers.

The command to fire was uot given, and
the strikers remained masters of thesituation
tor the rest of the evening. No effort was
mude to move trains for the rest of the day.

At 2 r. M. Major Aver received orders to

ve his entire battery under orders, and
was notified that ten of the separate com-
vanies of the Siate militia would report
here at the earliest bour. Two companies
are to oome from Oswego, one from Elmira
and the Bixty-fisth Regiment from Buffalo.
The companies from this seetion of the
State, tor the most part, are in camp at
Peek:kill. The officers of the military com-
panies have orders to clear the E.ust Syra-
cuse _U'Bl'ﬁ! at all hazards a5 soon as the
companies can be massed,

To Use the Battery Guns,

If necessary, they will turn the ba
guns on the strikers. The dissatisfied raii-
road men say that no trains will be moved
if they ean prevent it, even if bloodshed
follows. It is hardly il;obahla that the
military will advance on the strikers until
daybreak to-morrow, on account of the ad-
vantage the striking men would have in the
darkoess among the thousands of freignt

cars,

The strikers do not allow the lights to be
lighted in the night. Thousands of labor-
ing men have been at Eust Syracuse ull
day. Their si'l.npltl:iu are with the strik-
ers, and they have lent all the encourage-
ment possible. More than 1000 Grand
Army men are detsined here while
on their way to the encampment at Boston.

Bavrtivorg, August 10.—Mary Mels-
dorf confessed this morping to baving
poisoned Miss Louise Broadwaters, her
little brother James, and her mother
Catherine.

Miss Brondwaters died almost imme-
diately after drinking the eoffes, and James,
her G-vear-old brother, expired last night.
Mrs. Metzdorf, the third vietim, is still ina
critical condition, She was slightly im-
proved to-day, but the death of the boy
caused n relapse, It is now probable that
she will also die.

The Coroner’s jury this morning came to
the conclusion that the girl was guilty,
‘though secording to Maryland law her con-
fession eannot be wecdpted as evidence, the
Court of Appeals having recentlv decided
that a confession to a police officer by a
prisoner while confined is presumably ob-
tained by other than fair means, and is
therefore not valid, Aside from this, how-
ever, the evidence ngainst her is conclusive,
and convietion almost certain.

A POET AND PATRIOT,

Sudden and Strange Death of John
Boyle 0’Reilly, Who Has Had

SUCH A VARIEGATED CAREER,

Transported to Australia on & Charge of
High Treason He

EFFECTED HIS ESCAPE TO AMERICA,

His Unexpecled End Canses Quite 2 Sensution In the
Clty of Bestom.

John Boyle O'Reilly, the famous Irish
poet and patriot, died at his summer home
st Nantasket Beach nt & o'clock yesterday
morring. His sudden end is supposed to
have been due to sccidental poisoning. The
career of the deceased was extremely roman-
tic,

The cause of the end of his active and
variegated career Is somewhat mysterious,
bat his death is supposed to have been due
to aceidental poisoning,

My, O'Reilly has been suffering for several
days from insomnin, During the past week
be has slept but little. Last night his wife

William H. Litchfield, of Nantasket, to at-
teud her, Dr. Litchfield went to the house
and presoribed for her, leaving a bottle of
m 8.

HE WAS VERY TIRED

About 2 o'elock Mr. O’Reilly again ealled
the doctor and said that part of the medicine
left for Mrs. O'Reilly had been spilled.
The doctor then gave him & single dose to
take to her. As he left the doctors, Mr.
O'Reilly said that he felt extremely tired
and if Mrs, O'Reilly went to sleep he wonld |
take a little something himself to see if he
could not get & few hours rest,

At 4 o'clock Mrs, O'Reilly awoke and
found that her husband was missing. i
went down stairs and found him lyiog on
the floor in an unconscions condition. The
doctor was immediately ecalled. Upon sr-
riving he found the respiration verv weak,
and Mr. O’Reilly expired shortly aiter. A
bottle was found containing the medicioe
used by Mrs. O'Reilly, from which she had
taken, but very little, but which was nearly

empty.

It is supposed that Mr. O'Reilly took o
dose from it by mistake. This would not
have produced aeath and it is thought that
he must also have taken a dose of chloral to
make him sleep and that be took an over-
dose. Mrs. O'Reilly and her tour daughters
are nearly prostrated with grief. The body
was removed to Charlestown this morning.

THE POET'S CAREER.

John Bovle O’Reilly was a young Iriah-
man who escaped to this eountry !rom the
Eqnnl colony of Western Australia, whence

]e wiu mrttlt by the British Gﬁt;rnmsni:e%nr
“loving his conntry, nol perhaps w 3
but toogwall." He was borge in the mon!’h
of June, 1844, at Dowth Castle in the Coun-
tv ot Meath, Ireland. His fasher, W. D.
O'Reilly, was a distinguished mathemati-
cian and scholar, and was lor 35 years Mas-
ter of the Netterville Institution, a British
charitable ipstitntion. Young O’Reilly,
after receiving o good education from his
futher, served as & compositor on the Drog-
heda Argus. He afterward set type in Dob-
lin and in different English cities, varyi
his occupation oceasionally by sborthan
reporting,

In May, 1868, he enlisted in the Tenth
Hussars, a erack regiment, bis intention be-
ing to spresd republican dprinuipleu among
the soldiers of his own and other regiments,
He did his work so well that atthe end of
three years he was arrested for high tmmm‘l
was found guilty on five eapital charges an
sentenced to o life imprisonment, which was
afterward commuted to 20 years' penal
servitude. At that time England’s prizons
were crowded, and he was suceessively an
jnmate of Chatham, Portsmouth, Portland
and Dartmoor before he was seot to Aus
tralin. At Dartmoor he and his brother
patriots had the sad wvleasure of performing
the last offices for the American prisoners of
war who wera

SHOT IN COLD BLOOD

in 1814 by thefr British guards. The bodies
of the slain had been flung into shallow
graves, and when O'Reilly and his com-
rades were in the prison the bones of the
Americans lay bleaching on the ground in
one of the prison yards, having been drug-
ged from their ulﬁn*rlm by the prison
pigs. The Irish Republicuns collected and
buried them and carved “Dulce et decorum
est pro patria mori'’ on the rude stone with
which they were allowed to mark the grave,
perhaps wondering, as they did so, whether
anyone would do as much for them should
they die while in prison.
~ In November, 1867, Mr, 0'Reilly wassent
‘to the penal mfuuy of West Augtralinin &
conviet ship crowded with 340 criminals.
During the voyage be, in conjunction with
his fellow exiles, John Floed, Denis Cash-
man and Ed. O'Kelly, published a weekly

entitled the (Goose, for the re-
]iel‘ of the monotony of the v:zlge, seven
numbers of which were published belore the
arrival of the vessel at her destination, Jan-
uary 10, 1868, But the sturdy young fellow,
whose boyhood was passed in sight of the
Boyne, with its bitier memories of de eat by
the Eaglish, and whose youth had been
given to plotting against England, did not
sit down contented as her prisoner.
